Ars Notoria: the Method is the practical key to 
Volume 11, the Ars Notoria. This key brings all 
the parts you need together so this ancient 
system can now be used to memorise and 
master subjects in the shortest space of time. 
Each ‘operation’ has its own chapter which 
brings together the prayers, orations and nota 
needed for each subject. 

The Ars Notoria is a unique Mediaeval grimoire 
designed to assist monks (or anyone) to learn 
whole subjects in as short a time as a month, 
through the intervention of angels. It has 
procedures for vastly improving memory, 
learning speed and understanding, such that a 
single reading of a complex text will enable it to 
be absorbed and understood. 

The procedure consisted of short prayers (to set 
the scene) followed by orations or invocations 
made up of lists of the secret names of angels 
(some say demons) who will assist the aspirant 
in these feats of memory. These are read or 
chanted whilst the aspirant looks at a “nota,” a 
complex design which encapsulates the 
essence of the desired subject. These nota are 
unlike the sigils of any other grimoire, and were 
drawn with exquisite attention to detail. 

The oldest manuscript of the Ars Notoria 
dates from 1225, and despite the passage of 
almost 800 years, the Ars Notoria has never been 
published before with both its text and all its 
notae (plural of nota) complete, with instructions 
for its use. Volume 11 explains where the Ars 
Notoria fits into the history of magic (it was not 
part of the Lemegeton), charts the development 
of the notae, and the lives of the magicians who 
were associated with it, but Volume 12 allows 
you to actually use this amazing system..

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Foreword 


First let me warn you, the reader, that the Ars Notoria is not an easy read. 
Even in translation it is tediously repetitive. Note also that the text is 
considerably earlier than the grimoires with which most 21st century 
readers are familiar. My purpose in producing this edition is to make its 
use by a 21s century experimenter realisable. 


The most important thing about this edition is that everything is 
organised in subject order, all notae are present in the correct place, along 
with their prayers and orations [invocations], focussing on just one 
complete manuscript (BnF Lat. 9336), unlike the translation by Robert 
Turner of Version A, which was somewhat disordered and transcribed 
just the first few lines of the important orations, rendering the system 
unusable. This system can now be used practically. 


Before anyone objects that my English version is not an exact translation 
of the Latin text, let me clearly state that this was not my intention. My 
intention was to provide a well organised and somewhat simplified text 
to enable readers to attempt to practice the system as it stands, if they so 
desired. 


The first volume (written with Daniel Clark) provided the historical and 
scholarly background, a translation of Version A by Turner, and five fine 
complete full colour sets of the notae drawn from five different 
manuscripts, including BnF Lat. 9336. This volume however concentrates 
on the later manuscript (Version B), but extracts the method of use, and 
integrates the images of the notae (missing in Véronèse) into a text re- 
ordered logically according to subject groupings. 


To be clear, this book is not meant to be read by scholars, but to be read 
by practitioners, or those who are curious to know what exactly made up 
the method outlined in the Ars Notoria for reading, absorbing and 
memorising whole subjects very rapidly. 


This book should be read in conjunction with Volume 1! as these volumes 
are complementary. Volume 1 has five full sets of notae reproduced in full 
colour from the most important and beautiful manuscripts, which are 
essential for practising the method, and also necessary to understand and 
appreciate the notae in their full glory. Volume 1 also has a full

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bibliographic listing of almost all manuscripts of the Ars Notoria with 
details of their shelf-mark, dates, location, title, foliation and other 
information. It also has background information on the authors, and 
various owners of Ars Notoria manuscripts. None of these things are 
repeated in Volume 2. It can thus be seen that the two volumes are totally 
complementary and need to be read together, as if they were one. 


Volume 1 has a translation of Version A that was done in the 17 century 
by Robert Turner. One of the main problems with this translation is that 
Turner obviously did not regard the orations, the verba ignota, as at all 
important. He translated the Latin prayers carefully, but in many cases 
only recorded a few words of the orations, and omitted some of the 
instructions. This is rectified in the present volume where the orations are 
recorded in full. 


It was originally intended that Volume 2 would have a full translation of 
Version B and Opus Operam, but it soon became apparent, as translation 
progressed, that Version B was primarily a commentary on Version A, 
and that it did not in fact add very much to it, apart from many wearisome 
repetitions and duplications of instructions that already existed in Version 
A. The key passages however (which are not found in Version A) are the 
full transcriptions of the orations and the actual notae. 


The nomina magica or orations in Robert Turner's translation published in 
Volume 1 are also somewhat different from those found in Véronése's 
Latin transcription of Version B. This volume concentrates on the material 
in and around the notae which is to be found in folios 18r - 28v of BnF Lat. 
9336, which is the core of this book. The instructions for use have been 
explained and expanded in the 'Method of Use' chapter immediately after 
the Introduction. Other important points extracted from the diffuse and 
repetitive material have been incorporated in the Introduction. 


Although a complete translation should always be the best and prime 
objective, only someone who had actually read the entire text can 
appreciate the depths of contortion and disorganisation to which its 
redactors sank. For example, whilst explaining something about the nota 
of Grammar, the author breaks off to warn readers that they must be 
chaste, and love God, followed by remarks about Lenten food and the 
triune state of God, before attempting to take up his original point again. 
These same breaks and insertions are repeated randomly at other points 
throughout the book, often interrupting the main argument. 


At one point I was reminded of the old schoolboy punishment of having 
to write out the same sentence 100 or more times, and had a vision of some 
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hapless monk being punished in the same way by his Abbot, being told 
to amplify the text endlessly by constant repetition, embedding sundry 
prayers, and searching around for yet another sentence or passage to 
repeat or rephrase something already said many times, simply to fill a 
space in the manuscript. In Figure 2 (item 5) you can see two examples of 
later inserts (connected to the original text by a wobbly red line) which 
probably filled a previously vacant space. 


In the end, I decided that rather than inflicting the tendentious, contorted 
and repetitive text of the glosses of Version B on the long suffering reader, 
that a condensed and reorganised text would be much more helpful. The 
orations in Version B have however been transcribed in full and the 
illustrations of the notae are complete. In addition, more detailed analysis 
of the notae and a more extended description of the actual method are to 
be found in Version B, and this material has been incorporated into the 
present volume, but in a more logical format. 


This book is not intended for consumption by academics, as its contents 
have been ordered with reference to practice rather than to argument or 
to citation. The importance of this text is attested by the quotes listed on 
the next page. Given these, it is surprising that this edition of the Ars 
Notoria, remains the only edition extant in English. 


Véronése has provided a useful system of paragraph numbering, but it 
does not extend to the text inscribed nearby the notae, which is the most 
important part of the text, as it contains commentary about the notae and 
the orations. I have therefore added supplementary paragraph numbers, 
in the same way as was done in Volume 1. These numbers run from [S201] 
to [S349], continuing on from Volume 1 (Version A) where supplementary 
paragraph numbers ended at [S180]. 


When you have finally realised how complicated and time consuming this 
system is, it might not seem such a bad idea to simply learn subjects in the 
old fashioned way, but at least I can assure you that your faculties, and 
memory, will indeed be sharpened by using this practice.

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Introduction 


The Ars Notoria is concerned with short cut learning and memorisations 
of the subjects of the 13 century university curriculum, plus a few extra- 
curricular subjects like magic and divination, this short-cutting being 
achieved by angels, and maybe by demons. In a time when books were 
very expensive, as were even blank notebooks to record lectures, the 
ability to memorise and retain vast swathes of material was highly prized. 
Although the subjects in this curriculum sound rather remote to us in the 
21st century, when you examine what they consist of you will see that they 
are in fact basic skills which are still valuable to us today. Let us quickly 
look at this curriculum so that we can appreciate its modern usefulness.! 


Trivium & Quadrivium 


The subjects offered by the Ars Notoria are drawn from the Mediaeval 
curriculum which is usually divided as follows: 


1. The Trivium covers three subjects relating to logical thinking and the 
effective use of language (skills which are valuable today in 
whatever work situation you might find yourself): 

Grammar (understanding how the language is constructed and best 
used. Also relevant to learning Latin and possibly other 
languages) 

Logic (the ability to think logically) and Dialectic (the ability to 
understand and defeat arguments) 

Rhetoric (the ability to speak convincingly and deliver arguments) 


2. The Quadrivium includes four subjects based on number: 
Arithmetic 
Geometry 


Astronomy 
Music (which involves arithmetic to measure harmonic ratios) 


3. Post-graduate subjects (as it were) included: 
Medicine (called ‘Physic’) 
Philosophy 
Theology (considered then by some to be the supreme subject, as it 
treats of man's relationship with his god)

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Law 
Nigromancy (magic)! 


4. Virtues 
Chastity 
Justice, Peace & Awe 
Reprehension and Taciturnity 


The ‘Virtues’ are a strangely mixed list. In this context Chastity, castitatis, 
implies (monkish) purity rather than specifically sexual abstinence, the sort 
of purity which was often specified for practitioners of evocation. ‘Justice, 
Peace & Awe’ is often translated ‘Justice, Peace & Fear,’ but in this case 
timoris means “fear of God’ or awe, in its original meaning. “Reprehension 
& Taciturnity, reprehensionis et taciturnitatis, is similar to the injunction to 
"keep silent, and effectively deals with legal matters, such as winning in 
court, by silencing the opposition. 


Any subjects missing from the Contents list are also missing from Version 
B, and have not just been casually omitted by the present editor. Added to 
the curricula subjects are the general skills necessary for increasing 
memory, eloquence & intelligence, and understanding. 


Although some of these subjects, like logic, rhetoric and grammar, are 
mainly ignored today, the skill of being able to argue a topic logically and 
both speak about it persuasively and write about it, are in fact very useful 
skills in any period. Who in the modern world would not like their memory 
improved, or to have the facility to understand and remember material just 
read once, or be able to absorb complex subjects with rapidity and ease? 
These aims of the Ars Notoria are as fresh and as relevant now as they were 
800 years ago. 


In its own words the Ars Notoria promised to teach arithmetic, astrology, 
astronomy, cyromancy (chiromancy), dialectic (logic), geomancy, 
geometry, geonogia, 2 grammar, Greek, Hebrew, hydromancy, law, 
medicine, memory, music, neonogia,? nigromancie (magic), philosophy, 
pyromancy, rhetoric (eloquence), theology, the mechanical arts, and the 
exceptive arts.4

2 General Arts, from the Greek yeovoyia. These included memory arts. 

3 New arts, from the Greek veovoyta. 

^ Arts outside of the approved university curriculum such as magic and 
divination. These were sometimes deliberately confused with the mechanical arts 
to avoid ecclesiastical condemnation. 
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In fact the Ars Notoria does not quite live up to this claim and just deals 
with a subset of the above list. In other words almost the entire university 
curriculum as it was conceived of in the 13th century, of the frivium and 
quadrivium, plus a selection of other useful subjects like Latin (grammar), 
medicine, astronomy, philosophy, arithmetic, and memory, but sadly, not 
magic or geomancy. 


The Ars Notoria claims to achieve this by using three main elements: 


i. Orations, or verba ignota, ! which the Ars Notoria describes 
as words in “Greek, Hebrew, and Chaldean”? that “cannot be translated 
into Latin” (or English for that matter), without losing their magical 
virtue, or getting the translator involved in long and tedious explanations. 
The author of the Ars Notoria explains so many times that he cannot 
translate these words, because of the amount of space that the translation 
would take up, that he might as well have done the translation, instead of 
wasting the same space whinging about it. He excuses himself by saying: 


“The words of these Orations cannot be wholly Expounded. Neither 
think, that all words of the preceding Oration can be translated into 
the Latin Tongue:3 For some words of that Oration contain in 
themselves a greater Sense of Mystical Profundity, of the Authority 
of Solomon; and having reference to his Writings, we acknowledge, 
that these Orations cannot be expounded nor understood by 
humane sense.”4 


He protests so much that I suspect he was unable to translate the words. 
However I am content with this explanation, as I am fairly sure that just 
as invocations frequently call upon angels, demons, or spirits, so these 
passages almost certainly contain a fair proportion of proper nouns, 
angel, spirit or demon names, which are effectively untranslatable.

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iii. Typical Christian Latin prayers, which have no particular 
distinguishing features relating to the notae, or subjects, they adjoin. 


In the course of experimenting with this method it became obvious that 
the inclusion or exclusion of the last element (Latin Christian prayers) had 
very little effect on the speed or accuracy of subject acquisition and 
memory. As a result of observing this over a number of experiments, some 
of the interleaved Latin Christian prayers have been selectively left out of 
the orations, without any noticeable reduction in results (no full prayers 
were omitted).! It seems therefore likely that these were added by a later 
redactor simply to make the method palatable to clerics in a Latin 
monastic setting, and that we are fairly safe in assuming that only two 
elements (orations and notae) were present in the predominantly Greek 
speaking context of Constantinople. In Volume 1 (page 20-21) it has been 
demonstrated that the Ars Notoria was definitely redacted in 
Constantinople on its way to the Latin West. 


The Glosses 


Also in Version B there are a large number of glosses or commentaries. 
After reading these a number of times, I feel they are best left 
untranslated. If these meandering commentaries had been included then 
the present book would have been 3-4 times larger, and the reader no 
better informed. But more importantly the key practical material (which 
has been extracted) would have been lost in the welter of repetitive and 
pompous pronouncements. 


The plan was to set the Latin prayers and the (Greek, Hebrew, and 
Chaldean) orations, each with its correct rota, re-arranged in the subject 
order of the Trivium and Quadrivium, as it must have originally been? In 
this way the necessary ingredients for the acquisition of each subject can 
be seen at a glance, without needing to turn many pages to assemble this 
information. 


Authors 


There is no certain basis for the authorial attributions except what is said 
in the book itself. It is however likely that while the supposed authors did 
not actually write the book, their names are accurate indicators of the type 
of knowledge streams that came together to form the Ars Notoria, thus:

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a. Solomon has always been associated with magic, clearly 
marking the Ars Notoria a book of magic. Solomon rates as the primary 
author, having received the original Book of Wisdom from the angel 
Pamphilius. He also may account for any Hebrew content in the orations. 


b. Apollonius of Tyana brings with him the ability to make large 
images (in both 2- and 3-dimensions) designed to bring about impressive 
magical effects on a city-wide stage. As an expert in creating stoicheïa,! he 
brings with him the rationale for images like notae being able to bring 
about magical effects. 


c. Euclid of Thebes, was reputedly the father of Honorius, the 
author of Liber Juratus (The Sworn Book of Honorius), a book which 
‘borrowed’ many of its orations from the Ars Notoria. This associates 
Euclid with the orations, passages full of nomina magica, which "can't be 
translated into Latin."? Euclid also enjoyed a reputation as a magician. 
Both Euclid and Apollonius account for the obvious Greek content in the 
orations. 


d. Mani, the Persian prophet, who was also called “Mani the 
Painter' is reputed to have written five books, of which the most relevant 
was the Arzhang, or 'Book of Pictures, which was a heavily illustrated 
religious text. His idea was to teach via his illustrations, which has some 
parallel with the method of the Ars Notoria. Mani also wrote in ‘Chaldean,’ 
the third language supposedly contributory to the orations or verba ignota. 


Taken together these four authors represent the subject and linguistic 
content of this book, and the language mix of its orations. Conspicuous by 
its absence is the name of any monk or priest famous for composing Latin 
prayers. Clearly what is not subsumed under any of the four authors are 
the Latin Christian prayers, which in almost every case have little or 
nothing to do with either the subject to be learned, or with the associated 
nota image. On the basis of this, I am going to venture that these prayers 
were later additions which were added after the Ars Notoria passed from 
the Greek speaking world of Constantinople to the Latin world of 
northern Italy? If we eliminate these later Latin additions, we are then left 
with a method which consists of simply reciting the verba ignota, or

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orations, whilst inspecting the notae. 


The reason which explains the Ars Notoria’s manuscript success in these 
scriptoriums, is that the ‘notorious art’ was adapted to the public it aimed 
at, namely the clerical public. It has been deliberately crafted to make it 
so, by the extensive addition of Latin prayers, which certainly would not 
have been part of its appeal in Greek speaking Constantinople. 


The need to wrap this procedure up in Latin prayers appears to have been 
a form of insurance designed to ensure the text’s continual survival in the 
religious environment of the monasteries in which most of the 
manuscripts of this book were probably copied. 


The Ars Notoria is divided into two parts, each with a different character 
and a different purported author: the Flores aurei (“Golden Flowers” by 
Apolloniu of Tyana) and the Ars nova (“New Art” given to Solomon). These 
sections alone gave “insufficient directions to enable the easy or felicitous 
carrying out of the ceremony,”! so a large number of glosses were later 
added in the 14t century to manuscripts like BnF Lat. 93367 although it 
cannot always be said that this helped to explain the main text. 


The Ars Notoria’s two books then divide up as shown on the Contents 
page, and is further broken down as shown in Appendix 6, and this 
should be scanned before moving on to the chapter on “Method of Use.” 


Nomenclature 


It is necessary to understand the nomenclature used by the author(s) of 
the Ars Notoria. For example, the notae are usually referred to as figuram 
even though a ‘nota’ is a more specific term than ‘figure.’ It should be 
obvious, but it is worth noting that the notae are not talismans, nor are they 
amulets. In the case of amulets this is confirmed by the fact that there are no 
instructions on their manufacture, nor any mention of a client, nor 
instructions on how they should be worn. Furthermore they are not 
talismans as there is no mention of planetary attribution, or of consecration, 
or of manufacture at an auspicious astrological time. 


There are certain 'squiggly' red lines which could be angelic or demonic 
sigils. Similar sigils can be seen in King Wenceslaus's Astrological 
manuscript? where they may be associated with the demon kings of the

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four cardinal directions. This might suggest that not only angels are being 
addressed by the orations, but also demons. 


The Latin Prayers are ordinary looking and platitudinous. Some of these 
look as if they could easily be found in any common prayer book. Their 
objective differs from the orations. The Latin prayers are directed to God 
and concern the spiritual wellbeing and purity of the postulant. The 
orations however are definitely directed to angels and maybe demons, in 
order to facilitate the objectives. As with other forms of invocatory magic, 
it is important that the practitioner retains purity, both physically and 
spiritually, so this seems to be what the prayers are meant to assist with. 
This is confirmed by the text which says specifically, the nota and the 
oration are necessary for the operation, “whereas the [Latin] prayer is a 
prayer for atonement for one's sins."! 


Apart from offering prayers and orations, the Latin word deprecantur 
appears frequently. It does not mean to deprecate or deplore. It could be 
translated as ‘to pray’ or ‘to ask’ in the same sense as praying for a boon. 
However I believe that it may also indicate the way the praying is to be 
done, and perhaps carry the meaning of a self-abasing prayer. 
Alternatively it may suggest a ‘chant,’ as in several places prayer and 
deprecate are contrasted in terms of the method of delivery. 


Another strange piece of nomenclature is the use of the word ‘prologue,’ 
prologus, to describe the Latin prayer which follows many of the orations. 
This prologue is either billed as a translation or an explanation of the 
preceding oration. It is neither, but probably a later addition bearing very 
little relationship to the oration. Why these were not placed before the 
oration, as would be more usual with a prologue, is not made clear. This 
may have been because they were a later introduction. 


As the orations are a series of separate words, all isolated by mid-line dots? 
they cannot be part of a logical consecutive text. Furthermore, where 
recognisable words, like angel names, appear in the oration, they do not 
feature in the supposed ‘translation.’ As for being an ‘explanation’ that is 
even further from the truth. After close analysis, I can state categorically 
that there is no obvious connection between the prologues and the orations 
they are attached to. Such a ‘prologue’ is neither an explanation, nor an 
introduction, nor a translation of the oration. Additionally, most Latin 
prayers are not directly relevant to their supposed learning objective.

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The Orations 


There is a clear hierarchy and sequencing of the orations, with some 
performing special functions. For example the first three orations which 
are called the three Heading Prayers! (capitulum) must be said each time 
before the other prayers.? The Heading Prayers are: 


Helyscemaht 
Theos, Megale 
Lux mundi? 


Effectively these three Heading Prayers (Tria Prima Capitula), which are 
part of Group 1, plus Alpha et Omega (p. 39), must have been used many 
more times than any other prayer. The purpose of these prayers is to 
attract the grace of God to the practitioner. The following section, Group 
2, the Triumphales Orationes, ^ is then designed to improve the 
practitioner's memory, develop eloquence and intelligence. 


The 'orations' are not actually orations, but as already mentioned, they 
are a list of words separated by mid-line dots. Here we have used commas 
to separate the words, but the orations are nevertheless a list of separate 
words, not continuous text. They are most likely to be a list of proper 
nouns. As they probably act as an invocation, these proper nouns are 
likely to be a list of angel and/or demon names. 


In fact a number of identifiable angel names (like Pamphilius) are to be 
found within them. The orations, often referred to as the "Greek, Hebrew, 
and Chaldean" passages, are directed to the angels, or other 'spiritual 
creatures,’ which are probably the active agents of this method. In Version 
B, Véronèse counted around 350 names terminating in the suffix -el, or its 
derivatives -hel or -iel, which are clear indicators of angel names of 
Hebraic origin. Others are definitely of Greek origin, while the remainder 
may be ‘Chaldean.’ 


The question of how to read the mixtures of plain Latin interleaved within 
the orations, needs to be addressed. In many cases the interleaved Latin 
text begins with the vocative case "O..." almost always an indication of 
the beginning of a sentence, not something following on from the prior 
words. If you look at the end of each embedded Latin passage, in most 
cases the meaning is complete upon reaching the end. Although there is

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often no full stop, it seems clear in most cases that whatever the meaning 
of the next word of oration, it is not necessary to complete the Latin 
sentence. Therefore I concluded that the Latin segments are self- 
contained, and do not depend on the surrounding verba ignota to begin or 
complete their meaning in any way. Also, the interleaved Latin prayers 
and orations have been separated by a double slash in the manuscript, 
rather than being continuous (as in Véronèse’s transcription). 
Accordingly, where the Latin lines have been left in, I have isolated them 
on a separate line, and demarcated them with a single slash. 


Additionally, in the first oration of the second figure of Grammar, there 
are long gaps between the lines of the Latin prayer and the verba ignota of 
the orations, further confirmation of the separateness of these parts. 
However, Véronése’s transcription just shows them as separated by a 
comma which inaccurately implies that they form a continuous sentence. 


The Notae 


The unique keys to the procedure of the Ars Notoria are the beautiful notae. 
Sadly, most printed editions, except the present one, and many manuscript 
versions of the Ars Notoria are missing these essential ingredients.! Only 
this edition has both the nofae and the full text of the orations and prayers. 
In MS Mellon 1, the oldest extant manuscript, the count of notae is 35. 


It is obvious that variant forms were generated as the text evolved and 
was copied and recopied over centuries from the early 13 century 
onwards. In other manuscripts a few more categories arise, such as a nota 
to help monks with chastity, or to win legal cases by ensuring the silence 
of contrary witnesses. When counting across all five manuscripts, a total 
of 83 variant designs are found (see Figure 24 in Volume 1)2

The Notae are not uniquely numbered in any manuscript. I have therefore 
instituted a numbering system so that notae can be compared between 
manuscripts (see Appendix 0 in Volume 1, and the updated Appendix 1 
in this Volume). This system of numbering was originally based on 
Mellon 1, but then progressed forward as successive manuscripts were 
examined and each new or variant nota discovered.! 


The current academic interest in John of Morigny’s Liber Visionem is not 
helpful when trying to understand the magic of the Ars Notoria, as John’s 
objectives were to cut out any trace of magic, and remove as many notae 
as possible, converting the remaining notae into celebrations of the Virgin 
Mary. Unlike Lamb's Tales from Shakespeare, understanding of the original 
work has not been improved by John's pious reductionist redaction. 


I would like to also repeat that the Ars Notoria was never the fifth book of 
the Lemegeton, despite it being sometimes bound in collections of 
manuscripts of Books I-IV, or published in one book as such. This 
misconception arose from the mistranslation of a mention of that book in 
the Ars Notoria, were the Lemegeton was clearly spoken of as a completely 
separate book (which it is).? This is an important point as the four books of 
the Lemegeton are clearly Solomonic evocationary magic, which the Ars 
Notoria is not? In fact the Ars Notoria is a form of magic that is unique, 
being neither Solomonic angel magic, or Astral magic which relies upon 
'elections' and astrological calculations.

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Inspection of the Notae 


This method consists simply of inspecting a specific nota whilst reading 
the associated oration, and maybe the prayer, if the spiritual state of the 
practitioner warranted it. 


The term ‘inspection’ is applied to the process of looking at the notae. The 
Latin phrase is inspectionis notarum. The Latin word inspecto (which has a 
Harry Potter ring to it) is the intensive of inspicio which in turn relates to 
the word speculum. This suggests that the process of inspecting the notae 
may be likened to gazing intently at a crystal ball or black mirror, whilst 
murmuring the orations. 


Here we can see a parallel with the procedure of using a skrying stone or 
speculum, allied with an evocation. The result is that angels (or maybe 
demons) will then supply the necessary knowledge. This knowledge will 
be acquired directly without the arduous task of copying down such 
communications letter by letter as it would have been the case in skrying 
experiments, such as those undertaken by Dr John Dee and Edward 
Kelley. 


Reading the Orations 


These should be carefully and firmly read and not garbled or gabbled. 
Bearing in mind that many of the words in the orations are the names of 
either angels or demons, they should be pronounced individually clearly 
and without haste, as you would if calling out a list of surnames at a 
school assembly. 


The reading out of these orations without proper preparation is to be 
discouraged. Solomon warns the reader to work through the prayers and 
procedures in a careful and systematic manner. 


The description of its contents at the beginning is very ambitious, listing 
the seven sciences of the Liberal Arts, the seven Mechanical Arts, the 
seven Exceptives, and all Philosophy. Of these promises it only actually 
delivers the Liberal Arts, Philosophy, Theology, Arithmetic, Geometry, 
and small sections on Music and Medicine, as well as some help in general 
memory and concentration skills. 


On the positive side, the method is simple and it does not require a special 
place to work, or pre-consecrated equipment, as does Solomonic 
evocatory magic. The essence of the operation can be simply expressed as 
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the invocation of angels to induce the knowledge of specific subjects and 
improve the capacity and speed of the memory and understanding. The 
ingredients are: a regular cycle of prayers and orations to be spoken whilst 
concentrating on the appropriate nota. This is prefaced by an initial rite 
used to call the angels and to get their approval to proceed, usually 
vouchsafed in a dream. 


No less than five complete sets of notae have been provided from five early 
manuscripts in Volume 1, however here we have concentrated on just one, 
BnF Lat. 9336. There is more than enough material here to make a 
workable system, and early experiments have produced some promising 
results. In this chapter the reader will not be hand-held every step of the 
way. This book is organised according to subject, and within each subject 
the correct notae is paired with its prayer and oration. By calculating the 
correct timing, specific operations can be easily. assembled and 
performed. 


Before you begin you should have an actual subject in mind that you really 
wish to master, before trying it out: don’t frivolously stir up the angels 
without a real purpose in mind. Achieving eloquence or the ability to argue 
effectively (Dialectic) might be one worthwhile 21st century goal. Learning 
Latin (paired with the Grammar notae) might interest those with more 
archaic interests. Using the system to absorb mathematics, geometry, music 
or medicine might also be useful objectives. 


The timing of the prayers/invocations unsurprisingly follows the Catholic 
ecclesiastical or canonical hours of prayer. It is important that you 
understand how these are calculated in order to make sense of the ritual 
instructions, so read through Appendix 3 before going any further. 


As well as hours, the days of the Moon are critical to the operation’s success. 
The days of the Moon differ slightly according to whether you are using 
visual observation, astronomical tables or ecclesiastical Moon days. The 
Moon’s days are no longer announced in church, but when they were the 
the astrological New Moon occured first, but the first crescent Moon may 
not be visible, or announced in church, for another two or three days. 
During the period between the two New Moons only the Termini prayers 
should be read. Like the Islamic calendar, the starting point should be the 
first visible crescent. This is also a period (between the New Moons) for 
confession, penance and giving alms to strangers, in a Catholic context. 


The Ars Notoria is not systematically laid out, but the bulk of practical 
instruction can be found in Version B between paragraph 126a and 126f 
(pages 217-231 in Véronèse (2007)). 
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The Gloss or Commentary on the Text 


[126a - Gloss] This begins with general remarks about the reception of the 
Art, and conditions surrounding its use, such as details of fasting on bread 
and water, the days, and timing of the hours, and an attempt at defining 
which days things should be done, or what to do in the event of an 
intervening sin, but this material is all presented again later in more detail, 
so can be safely casually read at this point. 


Summary of the Procedure 


[126b - Gloss] This begins with a Contents list which includes: 


1. 


On the book's name. Ars Notoria, which was apparently used 
rather than “The Art of Memory” as the book contains many 
other things. 

[126c - Gloss] On the order of the prayers. This has been moved 
to Appendix 2 - The Order of the Preparatory Prayers and 
Orations, because on first reading this section is simply just 
confusing, and acts as a 'road-block' to understanding the main 
method. It can be better read later. 

On their efficacy. It mentions that the Ten Prayers of the Ars 
Nova (p. 57) can be offered at any time during a calendar month. 
Which prayers should be pronounced with what other prayers. 
This section notes that the prayers and orations of Theology and 
Philosophy can, for example, either be used for their specific 
notae, or may be mixed with other prayers and orations, along 
with the 9 Termini prayers in a more universal way. The Termini 
should of course be used before and after the other prayers. 
The entire order of the Operation - the actual Method including 
the prayers, orations and notae. This last section is the most 
important section. 


[126d - Gloss] This gloss is a recapitulation of the four month sequence of 
the Method, which is better explained in more detail in section [126]: 


1. 


First Month. The 9 Termini prayers (pp. 50-55) and the Ten Prayers 
of the Ars Nova (p. 56) should be said in the three days of the first 
month. These should be continued throughout the month with the 
addition of the second to fifth Group of the Generals (pp. 41-49) 
used at any hour of the day or night. In this month you can still 
attend to your normal duties, university courses, etc. 
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2. Second Month. Use the same procedure for the first three days. On 
the fourth day and onwards, just use the three Heading Prayers 
(pp. 40-41) and, on subsequent days, the second through the fifth 
day add the second to the fifth Group of the Generals (pp. 41-49), 
read preferably in the morning. 

3. Third Month. Use the same procedure but concentrate upon 
studying your textbooks and course work as well. 

4. Fourth Month. This is the month in which the inspection of the notae 
are added in to the mix. 


Summary of the Ritual Structure - Preparation 1 


[126e - Gloss] The full ritual takes four lunar months, but subsets for 
learning particular subjects will take less time, maybe just a month, once 
the initial angelic permission has been obtained. 


Preparation takes 15 days. There is first an operation to determine if the 
practitioner is worthy. This testing is rather like an initiation, but one 
imposed by the angels rather than by any external organisation. The 
angels will clearly indicate if the practitioner should proceed. 


For this, the practitioner should first cleanse himself of sins by confession 
and fasting.? At the beginning of the 15 days, the practitioner should 
acquire four leaves from either an olive tree, a date palm, a bay bush or vine 
leaves. These he or she places in a new glass in a pure place. These leaves 
are needed for the last three days of the preparatory period, which should 
fall on a weekend (Friday through Sunday). On the Friday the practitioner 
takes the leaves and mixes them with saffron in rosewater. After drying 
them, on each leaf the practitioner writes one word with a new pen: 
Hagnadam, Merabor, Hamiladei, and Pesiguaguol respectively.5 


These he places in a row on a clean table, altar, or a wax writing tablet. The 
glass is then filled with pure water, best if taken from a running stream or 
spring. The first of the leaves should be dipped into it and rubbed with 
the fingers until the angel name written on it dissolves in the water. The 
leaf is then removed and thrown away. The same is done with the other

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leaves, thereby dissolving the virtues of the four angel names in the water. 
After this the practitioner drinks some of the ‘angel-name’ water and 
recites the Psalm Bonitatem et disciplinam et scientiam doce me! four times. 
Reserve the cup with the angel-name water in a safe clean place.? 


Beginning the Operation? 


The prayers/orations required to be read or recited at this stage of the 
operation are the Alpha et Omega (p. 39), and the three Heading Prayers: 
Helyscemaht, Theos Megale and Lux mundi (pp. 40-41), followed after a short 
break by the Ten Prayers of the Ars Nova (p. 56) and the 9 Termini prayers 
(pp. 50-55). The timings are as follows. 


On Friday, this reading should be scheduled three times at the traditional 
times of prime (first thing in the morning, approximately 6 a.m.*), terce (the 
third solar hour, approximately 9 a.m.), and nones (the ninth solar hour, 
approximately 3 p.m). 


The 'angel-name' water should not be drunk on the second and third 
hours. A fast should ideally be maintained during the procedure until 
after the third reading has finished, although bread and water may be 
consumed, if absolutely needed. 


On Saturday,’ the practitioner follows the same procedure of drinking the 
angel-name water and reciting the same prayers at prime, terce and nones,

after which he finishes drinking the water. After noon his fast is now less 
strict as it may include Lenten food (fish and vegetables) and even wine. 


On Sunday, the same prayers should be read at the same times, but the 
practitioner may eat meat after the end of the third prayer. The first 
preparatory operation is now complete. The practitioner is recommended 
to supplement this operation with appropriate good works? and penance. 
It is recommended that over these three days you should persist with your 
studies of the books of the chosen subject. You may make and use more 
angel-name water, but only to drink in the early morning before work. 


Dream Confirmation 


[126f - Gloss] The objective of this preparatory rite is to stimulate a lucid 
dream confirming the practitioner's fitness for the operation. If such a 
dream indication is vouchsafed then the next part of the operation may 
begin at the following New Moon. However, if the dream indicates a 
negative outcome then he should not proceed. In either case the 
practitioner is advised to keep the contents of this dream to himself and 
to avoid discussing it, as this may have the effect of aborting the whole 
operation. If he receives a negative indication he may later proceed after 
he corrects any moral imperfections indicated, and begin the entire 
operation again. Whilst waiting, the prayers should be re-read as often as 
possible, but with no time constraints, meanwhile avoiding the commission 
of any sins, and keeping up the reading relating to the subject. 


The Timetable 
D The First Lunar Month 


Assuming he has a positive dream response, the main ritual begins on the 
first day of the next New Moon. Early in the morning new angel-name 
water should be made containing the washings of a new set of four leaves 
inscribed with the same angelic names. This should be drunk four times, 
interspersing that with the reading of the Psalm Bonitatem et disciplinam? 
followed by a repetition of the three Heading Prayers (pp. 40-41) as often 
as possible. In addition to the usual prayers such as Lux, veritas (p. 57) and 
Domine sancta Pater (p. 59) do not forget to bracket the operation each day 
with the nine Termini prayers (pp. 50-55). Fasting is not essential, drink 
angel-name water just once in the morning, but continuing to study the

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target subject is necessary. This is where a lot of early subject absorption 
should happen. 


2. The Second Lunar Month 


The first three days of this month consists of preparing the angel-name 
water in the same way, drinking it four times and reciting the cycle of 
prayers as often as possible. 


On the fourth day in the morning, you should drink the angel-name water 
again, then recite humbly Alpha et Omega (p. 39), the Tria Prima Capitula 
orations (pp. 40-41) and the six prayers from Assaylemaht to Te queso 
Domine (pp. 41-44). After this is done, the practitioner should spend some 
time studying his chosen subject, but he should return to his prayers 
before terce, around noon and again in the evening at the same place. 


On a further seven days, the prayers should be repeated in the same way 
as the fourth day: the eighth day of the month, the twelfth, the sixteenth, 
the twentieth, the twenty-fourth, the twenty-eighth, and the thirtieth.! 
These timing restrictions have already been given above in conjunction 
with the six prayers. 


On these eight favourable days, the prayers should be pronounced freely 
without timing restrictions, "since the more times all the Latin prayers are 
pronounced, the more profit they bring." 


These six prayers and orations are drawn from the Generals - Group 2: 
Triumphales Orationes: 


1. Assaylemaht, 

. Hazaylemaht, 

. Lemahc, "Mirror of Wisdom," 

. Lamehc, the "Queen of Languages, " 
. Deus summe Deus, 

. Te queso Domine.

3: The Third Lunar Month 


On the first day of the third month the practitioner should drink the angel- 
name water in the early morning and recite the prayers Alpha et Omega (p. 
39), the three Heading Prayers (pp. 40-41) followed by:

Generals - Group 5, Hazatam; Hyelma; Agloros; Megal; Hanuyrlyahel (pp. 46-48). 


He should recite them at ferce, noon, and nones, but with three repetitions 
each time. The operation is repeated (without drinking the angel-name 
water) on the first day of the month, the third, the sixth, the ninth, the 
twelfth, the fifteenth, the eighteenth, the twenty-first, the twenty-fourth, 
the twenty-sixth, the twenty-ninth and the thirtieth, making twelve days 
in all. During these twelve days, the frequency of the readings should 
increase considerably: once on the first day of the Moon's cycle, thrice on 
the third, six times on the sixth, nine times on the ninth, twelve times on 
the twelfth, and fifteen times on each of the fifteenth, eighteenth, twenty- 
first, twenty-fourth, twenty-sixth, twenty-ninth and thirtieth day. During 
the twelve days, the practitioner should eat fish and vegetables but also 
skim through works dealing with his target subject. 


From the fifteenth day to the end of the month he recites a new sequence 
of prayers: in the early morning, at terce and at noon, namely Alpha et 
Omega (pp. 39); Helyscemaht; Theos, Megale; Lux mundi (pp. 40-41); and the 
cycle of seven orations which are from the first five notae of Philosophy 
and run from Ezethomos to Deus Pater immense (pp. 139-147), although on 
those days he is not obliged to fast. These are reputed to be the keys to 
both the Trivium and the Quadrivium, and the foundation to whatever 
science is being acquired. 


4. The Fourth and Final Lunar Month 


During the fourth and last month, the practitioner moves on to the most 
important operation, which is ‘inspecting’ or contemplating the notae. 
During this period, absolute quiet and complete solitude are required, 
and it would be good to use a solitary oratory. The practitioner has the 
right to retain one servant to look after his daily needs, but not for idle 
chatter which might distract him from his objectives. His teacher, if he has 
one, may also be present. 


On the first day he repeats the operation with the four leaves and then 
recites the already specified group of prayers from the third month. After 
which he recites the orations pertaining specifically to each nota (these are 
often inscribed within the nota), whilst scrutinising it. 


1 Group 3 is deliberately omitted. 
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Beyond that for days 15 to 30 he must recite the prayers which are a 
continuation of Group 5 of the Generals: Gemoht, Gehel, Omnipotens, 
sempiterne Deus; and Semoht, Lamen (pp. 48-49). 


Example Procedure 


Let us take Philosophy as the example. Philosophy has seven notae, which 
makes it the most richly nota-endowed subject. The practitioner should 
first recite the prayers for the general intellectual faculties, called the 
‘Generals.’ The objective of this is to consolidate the work achieved during 
the previous three months. The timing is not specified, but early morning 
is preferable. Next, still in the early morning, the practitioner should set 
up the seven notae of Philosophy (pp. 139-151), and, with devotion, he 
should read the group of prayers associated with philosophy, starting 
with Ezethomos (p. 139) once, and next the prayer Lux, veritas (p. 57). 


a. Having done this, the practitioner should twice recite the prayers 
specific to the first nota of Philosophy, that is Ezethomos (p. 139) and 
Domine Deus incomprehensibilis (p. 140), and then twice recite the oration 
included under that nota. Then he may proceed to the inspection of the 
first nota of philosophy. 


b. After a brief interval, Lux, veritas (p. 57) should be said, and the 
first prayer of the Second nota should be recited twice Deus, semper (p. 
142), followed by the oration Domine Deus, Sancte Pater (p. 141) from the 
second nota of philosophy, plus the oration beginning Gezomothon (p. 149) 
from the 6th nota of philosophy. 


&. The same procedure is repeated for the third nota of Philosophy 
with its oration and prayer Lemogethon; Vita hominum (pp. 143-144). The 
inspection of the first three notae are supposed to last from early morning 
until the middle of the day. 


d. At noon, the practitioner inspects the fourth nota (p. 145). As with 
the first nota, the prayers which begin with Ezethomos (p. 139) should be 
read once, followed by Lux, veritas; and then the prayer (Rex regum, Deus 
infinite (p. 145)) of the fourth nota of Philosophy which should be read 
twice before proceeding to its inspection. 


e For the fifth nota, the same procedure should be followed with 
Deus Pater immense and Vita bonorum (pp. 147-148). 


f. Around nones, the practitioner should inspect the sixth notae using 
the oration Gezomothon and the prayer Rex eterne Deus (pp. 147-148), using 
the oration and prayer and nota in the same way. 
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g. For the seventh nota, from noon until evening (sext to vespers) the 
practitioner should recite the group Ezethomos, the prayer Lux, veritas and 
the prayers of the seventh nota, Deus totius pietatis; Deus Pater immense (pp. 
151-152) three times. During these two days the practitioner should 
continue to skim books of philosophy after each operation is finished. 


When the operation of inspecting the notae is finished, he should skim 
through some books of philosophy, reading several chapters at random. 


This ritual should be repeated every day of the month except the seventh 
and the seventeenth, when it must be slightly modified. From the first to 
the sixth nota the usual procedure is doubled: inspecting each nota twice, 
and also reciting the invocations twice. 


This very demanding ritual requires the practitioner’s full attention. In 
some ways I suspect that this rigorous procedure ensures that he is fully 
awake when he reads his textbooks between orations, apart from any 
angelic benefit he may derive, his concentration will be strengthened. 


The procedure for the other subjects is very similar but with less notae: in each 
case the practitioner should read the prayers or orations a specified number 
of times before contemplating the relevant notae. There are small differences 
in the details, such as the invocations to be recited, and the auspicious times 
for their performance, all of which can be easily worked out. 


Timing Calculations 


Given that the ritual may be performed for each of the subjects over a 
period of four months, the practitioner is advised to set up a calendar and 
stick to it. In summary the rules are as follow: 


The pivotal month around which the whole ritual is organised is the fourth 
or last month, during which the practitioner actually utilises the notae. 
This procedure should be carried out at different times of the year 
according to the subject which the individual desires to acquire. For each 
subject there is an optimum period for the inspection of the notae. The 
reason for this is that the specific angels who are involved in the process 
of bringing an infusion of knowledge to the practitioner, differ from one 
subject to another, and each set of angels has different periods when they 
are most active. To determine the period most favourable for a particular 
angelic intervention, the practitioner must observe his monthly timing 
according to the date and time when the sun enters particular signs of the 
zodiac. For example, if he wishes to acquire Grammar, he should schedule 
his working so that the fourth month, in which he examines the notae, falls 
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in Gemini, in other words around 21 May - 21 June. These rules are fully 
tabulated in Figure 3 at the end of this chapter. 


This means that most operations will begin in the first half of the year 
between 22 December and 22 June.! The seven months of the zodiac from 
Aries to Libra are therefore the most popular months for the examination 
of the notae - roughly from March to October. 


Apart from choosing the correct Zodiacal sign matching the chosen 
subject, the phases of the Moon have to be taken into account to judge 
precise starting days for each of the four month operations. The Ars 
Notoria is quite specific about the lunations or days of the lunar month. 
For example, specific prayers should be repeated on the first, third, sixth, 
or ninth, days of the lunar month. 


The practitioner uses the zodiacal month to determine the positioning of 
his four-month long operation, but he should look to the lunar days to fix 
the exact start day for specific prayers. 


Typically at the end of many grimoires, there are short formulae which 
seem more likely to be found in a Cunning Man's volume. Ars Notoria is no 
exception. For example, some prayers (such as Lamehc, Deus summe Deus, 
and Te queso Domine) can be used to obtains general gifts, such as the gift of 
clairvoyance, and the performance times of these are not so strict. One 
specific case of this, as we have seen, is the obtaining a vision concerning 
permission to proceed. Another specific use is to obtain clairvoyance. 


Medical Questions 


Another prayer which does not require specific timing is the Jhesu Dei 
Filius (p. 45) which grants knowledge of the future, but only in terms of 
limited medical knowledge. The goal is to induce an immediate angelic 
vision which delivers a reliable response to a simple medical question. 
Will the patient survive or die? Is the girl pregnant? What sex will the 
child be? Will she have twins? Is the girl a virgin? These are the questions 
to which the art guarantees answers, without recourse to the traditional 
methods of divination like geomancy or horary astrology. As in the case 
of clairvoyance, the procedure is extremely simplified: all you have to do 
is to pray to put yourself 'in touch' with the angel, stand near to the sick 
person or querent, and recite the invocation thrice in a low voice, without 
regard to day or time. Any vision or sudden clear insight delivered to you 


! With the exception of Theology or Astronomy which can be done at several 
times during the year (their fourth month must fall in one of the Fire signs). 
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should then be trusted. As the practitioner performs this ritual in the 
presence of strangers, (which is counter to the customary recommend- 
ations) it can only be trusted to deliver a simple answer and not the whole 
medical knowledge about the patient's condition. 


Eloquence 


If the prayer Gemoht, Gehel (p. 48) is used in the framework of the general 
ritual it has the power of reinforcing eloquence. But a more restricted use 
allows it to resolve all sorts of business questions or to prevail eloquently 
when facing a judge in a court case, a king, or any other person in a 
position of power. As responding to these risky situations necessitates 
quick reactions, the practitioner should know the prayer by heart or have 
it within reach on a small piece of paper. He should recite it secretly with 
great devotion just before he goes before the judge or to a key business 
meeting. The oration by virtue of its verba ignota and by the power of the 
holy names of angels contained in it, allegedly resolves all difficulty. 
However, in order for the prayer to have any effect, the practitioner 
should be spiritually clean from all sin at the time he pronounces it, and 
he should have fasted (or lived on bread and water) since the previous day. 


To get Knowledge of Anything 
This is explained as follows: 


“Note, that if you desire to know anything that you are ignorant of, 
especially of any Science, read this oration: “I confess my self to thee 
this day, O God the Father of Heaven and Earth,” three times; and in the 
end express for what you desire to be heard; afterwards, in the 
Evening when you go to Bed, say the oration Theos Megale 
throughout, and the Psalm Qui Habitat, with this versicle, Emitte 
Spiritum? and go to sleep, and take the Figure [of Memory for this 
purpose, and put it under the right Ear: and about the second or 
third hour of the night, thou shalt see thy desires, and know without 
doubt that which thou desirest to find out: and write in thy right 
hand Alpha et Omega, with the sign of the Cross, and put that hand 
under thy right Ear, and fast the day before; only once eating such 
meat as is used on fasting days.”4

The Golden Flowers of Apollonius of Tyana 


In the Golden Flowers, the rubric* says there are Generals and Specials. 5

and focus on general skills like memory, ability to speed read. These five 
groups are not to be confused with the four General notae, which belong 
to the category of Specials (pp. 131-136). The Specials are subject-specific 
notae, orations and prayers.

Deus vivorum, the eighth prayer of the Ars Nova (for purity of 
confession and the interpenetration of the grace of God with 
respect to understanding). This prayer also belongs to the fifth nota 
of theology 

Profiteor (p. 123), the ninth prayer of the Ars Nova (for the renewal 
of the Holy Spirit). This prayer also belongs to the fifth nota of 
astronomy. 

Domine quia ego servus, the tenth prayer of the Ars Nova (for the 
purpose of the reading both Testaments). This prayer also belongs 
to the fourth nota of astronomy.! 


There is no logic to the recycling of these prayers to notae of theology 
and astronomy, confirming again that these are just devotional 
prayers with no particular relevance to one specific subject or another.

It is recommended that these prayers are offered over the course of the first 
month, for the general promotion of memory, eloquence and 
understanding. 


Following this another repeat of the nine Termini prayers (see above) is 
recommended (to be used at the beginning and the end of each operation).! 


In total, between 68 and 79 prayers have been recommended for intensive 
use. These requirements are not really practical outside of a monastic 
environment, which is why they have been segregated here in this 
Appendix. 


1 The termini prayers are also recommended for spiritual repair if you have 
committed some sin in the course of the operation. 
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Appendix 3 - Ecclesiastical and Planetary Hours. 


The times for prayer were fixed with regard to the 12 solar hours of the 
day (which began at dawn and ended at sunset). These hours are 
effectively the same as Planetary hours, as they vary from actual clock 
time according to the season. Summer has longer days, with earlier dawn 
and later sunset, and therefore its solar hours are longer than 60 minutes. 
The reverse is true in winter, which consequently has solar hours shorter 
than 60 minutes. 


This arrangement works quite well with the seasonal variations in 
agriculture. In winter when there is less agricultural work to do, the days 
are shorter and so are the work hours. In summer where tilling, planting 
and harvesting are necessary tasks, the day is longer. These seasonal 
variations also affected the timetable of prayers. Each of these canonical 
hours was named, and those names are followed in the Ars Notoria, rather 
than clock time. 


The names of the hours are: 


Sixth Hour of the day or Noon 
Mid-Afternoon 


Sunset, “lighting the lamps” 


We are here concerned with the Catholic canonical hours, as they were 
observed in the 13‘ century, not with the later Protestant variations. Even 
the Catholic church has in recent times changed the names of some of the 
hours. 


Many of the prayer cycles utilise well-spaced repeats at the 1st, 3rd, 6th 
and 9% hours. 


1 The length of the Solar or Planetary hour is computed by dividing the number 
of minutes between sunrise and sunset by 60. This clock time will only be exact 
on the Equinox, so it is only a guide. Note that dawn occurs before sunrise, and 
dusk occurs after sunset. 
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Appendix 4 - Manuscript Bibliothèque Nationale de France 
Lat. 9336 folio analysis. 

The main manuscript that the text of Version B was drawn from is 
Bibliothèque Nationale de France Lat. 9336, entitled Sacratissima ars 
notoria. It dates from 1360-1375 and was probably written in Bologna. It 
has 28 folios, but these are large (435 x 290 mm) and covered in minute 
writing. This is the source Véronèse used for his edition of the Ars Notoria, 
and consequently is the source for the English translation!

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Appendix 5 - An Example of verbose Timing Instructions. 


This gloss has been isolated in an Appendix, as an example of verbose and 
complicated instructions in the glosses which have to a large extent been 
edited out from the main text of this book. If this and similar passages 
were left in, the main text would be inordinately long and difficult to 
read (not to mention to perform). The original probably Greek source text 
did not have such minute prescriptive restrictions, but these are the 
product of monks engrossing the text as much as possible by adding long 
and complicated glosses. I would hazard that the original instruction was 
simply to repeat the orations at regularly spaced intervals throughout the 
day, whilst inspecting the nota. 


The following typical example of a gloss is very verbose, often repeating 
each phrase several times. This is just one small example of such repetition 
which could simply have been expressed as “on the first day of the 
Moon:" 


"that prayer is to be offered always in the beginning of the month, 
namely when the Moon is first, because we call the first or new 
Moon in this art at the beginning of the month, and thus that first 
prayer is to be offered in that day when the Moon is first." 


The following example passage has been trimmed of quite a bit of its 
repetition but still remains verbose. It just gives the timing specifications 
for just one prayer: 


"[40 - Gloss] Oratio autem in prima Luna, etc. [Comments] in the 
previous sections, about the virtues and efficacies of the previous 
prayer (Lamehc, Ragna, etc, and its prologue, Memoria 
irreprehensibilis, etc.) declared it to be entirely and perfectly 
satisfactory. Accordingly [the author] assigns and shows specific 
times, lunar months, days, and hours in this section, in which that 
most excellent prayer should be offered. For according to its 
functions (having ignored the dangers which are to be guarded 
against beforehand) that prayer is to be always offered at the 
beginning of the [lunar] month, on the first day of the Moon, in the 
early morning once, around the third hour once, around noon 
thrice, around the ninth hour thrice. On the following day it is not 
to be offered. On the third day it is to be offered thrice, in the early 
morning once, around noon once, and around the ninth hour once. 
Specifically, from the third day up to the sixth day, no prayers are 
to be offered. Accordingly, on the sixth day, it is to be offered six 
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times, in the early morning twice, around noon twice, around the 
ninth hour twice. Specifically, from the sixth day up to the ninth 
day, it is not to be offered. Accordingly, on the ninth day it is to be 
offered nine times, in the early morning thrice, around noon thrice, 
and around the ninth hour thrice. Specifically, from the ninth day 
up to the twelfth day it is not to be read. On the twelfth day it is to 
be offered twelve times, in the early morning thrice, around noon 
thrice, around the ninth hour thrice, and in the evening thrice. Then, 
from the twelfth day up to the fifteenth day it is not to be offered. 
Specifically, on the fifteenth day, it is to be offered fifteen times, in 
the early morning thrice, around the third hour thrice, around noon 
thrice, around the ninth hour thrice, and in the evening thrice. From 
the fifteenth day up to the eighteenth day, it is not to be read. In the 
eighteenth day similarly, it is to be offered fifteen times, in the early 
morning thrice, around the third hour thrice, around noon thrice, 
around the ninth hour thrice, in the evening thrice. From the 
eighteenth day up to the twenty-first day, it is not to be offered. In 
the twenty-first day it is to be offered in the early morning thrice, 
around the third hour thrice, around noon thrice, around the ninth 
hour thrice, in the evening thrice. From the twenty-first day up to 
the twenty-third day it is not to be read. In the twenty-third day it 
is to be read in the early morning thrice, around the third hour 
thrice, around noon thrice, around the ninth hour thrice, in the 
evening thrice. From the twenty-third up to the twenty-sixth day, it 
is not to be offered. On the twenty-sixth day it is to be offered in the 
early morning thrice, around the third hour thrice, around noon 
thrice, and in the evening thrice. Accordingly, from the twenty-sixth 
day up to the twenty-ninth day, it is not to be offered, on that day it 
is to be offered in the early morning thrice, around the third hour 
thrice, around noon thrice, around the ninth hour thrice, and in the 
evening thrice. Specifically, on the thirteenth [thirtieth] day which 
is the end of that lunar month the prayer is to be offered fifteen times 
during the day, in the early morning thrice, the third hour thrice, 
around noon thrice, around the ninth hour thrice, and in the evening 
thrice. For these are the lunar months, days, and hours in which this 
most sacred prayer ought to be pronounced with the previous, 
related prayers, and not at any other times, as the first three related 
Chapters declares, in the preceding gloss. For in those days in which 
the prayer is prohibited from being read and offered, the first three 
Chapters ought to be read and offered, as well as reading the other 
prayers for the purposes of memory, eloquence, and understanding, 
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just as mentioned above. This prayer, as we said before, is of great 
efficacy and virtue, and it is a glorious mystery because of the most 
holy names of the holy angels of God which are to be invoked 
thereby, because in those days in which you pronounce them just as 
it is taught, praying the prayer, you will be propelled forward by 
the virtue of the angels to the science which you are acquiring, and 
especially to the knowledge of theology, because you will scarcely 
be able to recite it before you begin speaking that knowledge. It is 
important to know that whosoever offers this first prayer ought to 
be confessed, and in that day in which it is used he must be fasting 
and clean, and thus, the effect manifests in a day. For he must be 
imbued [with spiritual cleanliness] for the purpose of presenting 
this prayer.”
